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AN ACT
To repeal section 545.550, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof one new section relating

to housing a _defendant after a change of venue.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Section 545.550, RSMo, is repealed and one new section
enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as section 545.550, to read as follows:

545.550. 1. If the defendant be in actual custody or confinement, the
court or officer granting the order of removal shall, subject to any
arrangements made pursuant to section 2 of this section, also make an
order commanding the sheriff to'remove the body of the defendant to the jail of
the county into which the cause is to be removed, and then deliver him to the
keeper of such jail, together with the warrant or process, by virtue of which he
is imprisoned or held.

2. The sheriff of the county granting the change of venue and the
sheriff of the county into which the cause is removed, may agree as to
which county's jail will’house the.defendant. Ifthe sheriffs do not agree
where the defendant will be confined, the defendant will be confined in
the county into which the cause is removed. In the event that the
county granting the change of venue continues to house the defendant,
the sheriff of that county shall be responsible for the timely
transportation of the defendant for all court appearances that require

the presence of the defendant.
